'It is with concern gentlemen, that I perceive you think 
that I entertain unnecessary apprehensions for Shaw Majinoo.

I thought 
it my duty to make you such representation. He did not 
come this time attended merely Bengal (i) rabble but had 
with him a number of well armed Rajputs.

Two 
or three days after his arrival at mustangur I sent Cawzy to 
require from him, in my name what were his intentions he 
said he was come to recover some bond debts that he should 
remain peaceably at Mustangur provided he was not molested
